Mistletoe kisses beware ! 
Mistletoe is the sole 
British member of the 
forantharceae, a family of 
parasitic plants with more 
than 1,300 species world- 
wide. Many grow in trop- 
ical trees and are difficult 
to spot but our evergreen 
species quickly becomes 
visible once its hosts have 
lost their leaves in winter. The plant’s evergreen 
properties, and its mysterious habit of growing out 
of other wise leafless trees, have given it a unique 
place in folklore, considered a medicine and fertili- 
ty symbol. The reason we use mistletoe as a “kiss- 
ing plant” today is because Ancient Britons 
believed the plant could make women fertile.

Feed the birds 


When the cold weather sets in and the ground is 
hard, spare a thought for 
our feathered friends, the 
birds. Why not make 
them a bird cake? 

Bird cake recipe. 

First of all prepare your containers. You can use 
coconut shells, empty yoghurt pots or foil contain- 
ers. If you are going to hang them up, thread string 
through at the bottom. To stop the melted fat run- 
ning through the string holes, cover them with blu- 
tack or plasticene until the mixture is set. Melt 
down dripping, lard or suet, and mix in any kitchen 
scraps, nuts, seeds, oatmeal, dried fruit, etc. (but 
not dessicated coconut). Pack the mixture into your 
prepared containers. All that remains to be done 
when it is solid, is to turn the cake out of the con-
